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TIPS ON TULIP CULTURE 


It is better to plant deep than 
shallow. In heavy clay soils plant 
from 5 to 8 inches deep, in light, 
sandy soils 7 to 10 inches. Do not 
mix manure or other undecomposed 
Organic matter in the soil around 
or directly under the bulbs. Such 
material should be mixed into the 
subsoil to a depth of 20 inches or 
more. A layer of top soil 2 inches 
deep should separate the bottom of 
the bulb from the organic matter. 


In latitudes north of New York 
City apply mulching material only 
after hard frost has set in. Best 
planting date October Ist to No- 
vember 25th. Planting can be con- 
tinued safely through the entire 
month of December, weather per- 
mitting.

All Lilies, with the exception of Madonna Lilies, are delivered in late October and early November. 

For those who are afraid that the ground may be frozen before this date, we recommend the following: 

Select the spot where the Lilies are to be planted; cover well with leaves, straw, salt hay, etc., to 

prevent the intrusion of frost. With this treatment it will be possible to plant Lily bulbs through 
November and December in the coldest climates.
